Upland’s City Council this week 
approved raising fees for violations 
from $12 to $15, and hiked charges for 
other police services, such as 


Library gets help 
to collect fines 


The Upland Public Library is beginning a new 
licy of sending names of patrons who fail to return 


ks to a collection agency. 


The new practice will be aimed at those library 
users who check out books and, over a long period of 
time, refuse to return them. Those who return books 


a few days late need not worry. 


Notices and bills have been sent out since Feb. 1 


announcing the new policy. 


These bills include the cost of the book, fines 
computed on a daily basis up to the cost of the book 
or the date books were reported missing, and an 
administrative charge of eight dollars. When three 
or four books are missing, these charges can easily 


add up to $150 or $200. 


A big part of the library’s problem has been the 
increase in the cost of books. Replacement costs for 
hardcover nonfiction now run $21.65; for hardcover 
fiction, $14.75; for trade paperbacks, $9.70; for 
catalogued paperbacks, $2.45; and for childrens’ 
hardcover books, $8.30. These costs are taken each 
year from Publishers Weekly, the publishing 


ustry’s major journal. 


Already this year, the library’s cost for books not 
- returned is $12,000. This figure has zoomed out of 
control in the past few years, and the library’s new 
policy of using a collection agency to recover this 


money is in response to the high losses.

Classical guitarist slated to play 


Marc Regnier, classical guitarist, is the next 
artist to appear on the Montclair Starlite Series. The 
program beginning at 8:15 p.m. March 2 in the 
Montclair. High School Auditorium, 4725 Benito St., 
Montclair. Admission is free. 

Regnier was born in Florida, and raised in South 
Carolina where he began to study of the guitar from 
his father at the age of six. At 14, Regnier went to 


London to continue his education with 
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teacher for the district, applied for a 
management post in the district’s sum- 
mer swim program in 1976. When she 
was not selected, she filed charges 
with the Office of Civil Rights, alleging 
the district denied her the job because 
she is a woman. 


Tim Spofford, OCR regional director 
in San Francisco, said records show an 
investigation by OCR supported John- 
son’s charges of discrimination on the 
basis of sex. OCR issued a letter to the 
district on its findings; the step should 
have been to either assist the district 
in settling the dispute with the employ- 
ee, or proceed with a hearing. 

OCR left the case unsettled until now 
because the U.S. Supreme Court had 
not ruled that Title IX applied to 
employees as well as students. 

The Supreme Court addressed the 
question last May, ruling in North 
Haven Board of Education vs. Bell that 
anti-discrimination clauses in Title IX 
apply to school employees. 

The decision, in effect, gave the OCR 





the necessary jurisdiction to settle 
charges of discrimination by public 
school employees, Spofford said. Soon 
after, OCR began to resolve cases such 
as Johnson’s — cases left in limbo unti} 
1982. 


Dean Smothers, assistant superin- 
tendent of personnel for the district, 
explained the board did not admit guilt 
by settling with Johnson for $4,500 
Instead, the trustees reasoned that 
such a settlement would save the 
district money, since a heqiie would 
cost far more in attorneys’ fees. 

Had Johnson not agreed to release 
her complaint for the $4,500 figure, 
Smothers said, the district may have 
gone to court to defend its Miking 
practices in 1976. 

Although unlikely, the district could 
have lost its federal funding if the case 
went to court. Spofford explained that, 
had the district lost it’s case, a judge 
could have ruled that the district be 
denied all federal monies. 

Johnson was not available for com- 
ment.
